Lord Buckmaster, in the House of Lords 
yesterday, called attention to the housing 
scheme. The Lord Chancellor, replying to 
a discussion on the subject, denied that 
the scheme had been a failure, and stated 
that the Government were exploring every 
possible means of promoting its success. 

Replying to questions jn the House of 
Commons yesterday, Sir Auckland Geddes 
contended that the coal output, if main- 
tained at its present rate, would justify his 
estimate at the end of the year. He said 
that, if the output were maintained, the 
Government might see their way to make a 
slight reduction in the price oficoal, and 
he added that they were about to introduce 
a Bill to limit the mine-owners’ profits. _ 

Mr. Lioyd George, in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, denied that any person 
had at any time, with his authority, ap- 
proached the Bolsheviks with a view to 
peace negotiations. There had been no 
change in the Government's policy in re- 
gard to Russia, and no new policy would be 
initiated without the approval of the 
House. The Government had always been 
ready to take advantage of any reasonable 
opportunity of bringing peace and consti- 
tutional government to Russia, 

Replying to a question in the House of 
Commons yesterday, Mr. Macpherson said 
that he had seen no denunciation by a 
single Sinn Fein leader of the dastardly 
outrages committed on soldiers and police- 
men in Ireland. Mr, MacVeagh asked a 
supplementary question, and, when the 
Chief Secretary had replied, exclaimed, 
“Don't be impertinent.’’ He refused to 
withdraw the word “impertinent."’ The 
Speaker then requested him to withdraw 
from the House, and he did so.

In London yesterday the Stock Markets 
opened in a nervous mood, and there was a 
slight rally when the unchanged Bank rate 
was announced ; but the decline was very 
marked late in the day. The money 
market was unsettled in spite of the un- 
altered Bank rate, and the position is not 
comfortable. Money was called 4} per 
cent., and the discount market was very 
cautious. In Dublin Textiles were weak, 
and prices generally were lower, but the 
falls were only fractional. 


The Allies and Russia. 


In answer to a number of questions 
yesterday the Prime Minister” made a 
statement in the House of Commons on 
the situation in Russia. It confirms the 
widespread belief that the formula for 
our Russian policy has yet to be found. 
Mr. Lloyd George’s recent speech at the 
Guildhall was received with a storm of 
criticism. The suspicion was aroused 
that he desired to treat with the Bol- 
sheviks. Yesterday he assured the House 
of Commons that no new policy would be 
inaugurated and no fresh action under- 
taken without the consent of Parliament.

We welcome the Prime Minister's state- 
ment that an International Conference is 
about to be held.

It is high time that the Russian 
problem should be tackled by the collective 
statesmanship of the Allied and Associated 
Powers. A policy should be formulated 
and carried into effect. No policy will 
meet with the unanimous approval of the 
world's peoples ; but statesmanship should 
not be concerned with popularity, It 
should be concerned with wisdom an® ex- 
pediency. Above all, it should be con- 
cerned with the fulfilment of solemn 
obligations, whatever may be the cost. The 
condition of Russia today is a reproach 
to civilisation. The League of Nations 
becomes a mockery under its shadow, an® 
all our talk of victory and of peace seems 
but a cynical sham. Every responsible 
statesman in the world has admitted the 
urgency of his duty towards Russia; but, 
so far, nobody has taken the initiative. 
A complete muddle has resulted. Mr. 
Lloyd George speaks of a “ hostile Govern- 
ment”; two Victoria Crosses have been 
awarded to British sailors for valour 
against the Bolshevist Fleet. Yet we are 
not at war with the Bolsheviks. Further- 
more, we have recognised no Russian 
Government. Technically, Bolshevik and 
anti-Bolshevik are alike; they do not 
exist. Surely such a farcical tragedy 
never was staged! If the anti-Bolsheviks 
are worthy of our material support, they 
are worthy of recognition as the rightful 
rulers of Russia. A decision on this 
point will be the first task of the ap- 
proaching Conference. So soon as we 
recognise a Russian Government we shall 
become its Allies automatically. Its 
enemies wil! become our enemies, whether 


 sheviks, and we shall be in a position 
of comparative certainty.

The Price of Coal. 


As we anticipated on Wednesday, the 
Government has not been able to accept the 
calculations upon which the miners by 
their claim that an “immediate reduction 
of six shillings per ton in the price of coal 
is possible. Mr. Adamson disclosed the 
_miners’ case in the House of Commons last 
night. They have ignored the fact that 
something more than a knowledge of the 
multiplication tables is necessary to arrive 
at a proper estimate of the year’s coal out- 
put. Holidays, strikes, the possibility of 
decreased effort on the part of individuals 
—none of these factors has been taken into 
account, Two arguments are adduced in 
support of a reduction. The first is that, 
if the average output from the mines dur- 
ing the last ten weeks is maintained, the 
total amount of coal raised-during the year 
will be 226,500,000 tons—a total which 
would exceed Sir Auckland Geddes’s esti- 
mate by 9,500,000 tons. The output for 
the last three weeks forms the basis of the 
second argument. If production continues 
without interruption at the same rate, 
the year’s output will be 245,500,000 
tons. How do these estimates con- 
trast with those of the Board of 
Trade? Sir Auckland Geddes says that, 
when adequate allowance is made for the 
factors which the miners have ignored, it 
will be found that the correct results are 
217,000,000 tons and 225,000,000 tons re- 
spectively. The former coincides precisely 
with the estimate that he made in July 
when the increase of six shillings per ton 
was imposed. The Government has no 
doubt about the accuracy of its figures. 
They have been checked again and again ; 
and Mr. Bonar Law offered to allow any 
chartered accountant whom the miners may 
employ to inspect them. Mr. Brace, how- 
ever, refused to accept this offer. He 
thinks that the only way to satisfy the 
public is to have a discussion in the House 
of Commons. Sir Auckland Geddes hopes 
that the present rate of production will 
continue, but he refuses to commit him- 
self to a definite statement. If, however, 
the miners’ leaders will give him specific 
assurances that there will be no stoppages, 
other than the recognised holidays, 
he will recommend the Government to 
take the risk of lowering prices.

Naval Casualties. 


In an address to the War Section of the 
Royal Society of Medicine Surgeon Rear- 
Admiral Sir Robert Hill has presented 
authoritatively, for the first time, the 
British casualties at the Battle of Jutland. 
In that great sea-fight the personnel of 
the Grand Fleet was about 60,000 men. 
Of these 6,014 were killed or drowned 
and 674 wounded; so that the total 
percentage of casualties was 11.14. 
The naval battles of more than a 
hundred years ago were fought under 
utterly different conditions, yet there 
is a curious approximation in the total 
percentages of casualties. At Camperdown, 
where 8,221 men were engaged, the total 
percentage was 10.03; at the Nile (7,985 
men) it was 11.22; at Trafalgar (17,772 
men) it was 9.51. An analysis of the 
figures, however, reveals the enormously 
increased dangers of modern naval war- 
fare. In the three remote battles the 
losses were divided more or less equally 
between all the ships engaged, and the 
highest individual loss was the 33.73 
per cent, of the Bellerophon at the Nile, 
At Jutland three battle-cruisers and two 
cruisers were sunk with virtually all 
hands, and their death-rol] represented 
6,059 out of the total of 6,014.

HERMIONE LECTURES. 


PRE-RAPHAELITE ART. 


The series of Hermione lectures dealing with 


the daily arts in their relation to the progress | 


of civilisation was continued at Alexandra Col- 
lege, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, when Mr. 
Henry Wilson, President of the Arts and Crafts 
Society, dealt with pre-Raphaelite art and its 
influence on the arts and education of the time. 

Mr. Wilson explained that, although the lec- 
ture appeared to be far removed from the three 
preceding lectures, it was the logical continua- 
tion of them, because what lay at the basis of 
the pre-Raphaelite movement was a desire to 
return to the sources of inspiration which 
directed and inspired the earlier forms of Italian 
art. Thus, those who fought for the pre- 
Raphaclite idea in England were really continu- 
ing and expanding another form of Moditer- 
ranean art, and showing in another way the 
great vitality of those streams of energy and 
beauty which flowed from the Mediterranean 
ever since time was. 
the name pre-Raphaclite was not only unneces- 
sary, but somewhat misleading, he word, 
however, had become part of our language, yet 
we must not forget that it was now generally 
used in a different sense to that in which it 
was used by the founders of the English brother- 
hood. They adopted a different meaning from 
that of the brotherhood of Catholic artists 
founded in Rome to revive the fervour of the 
early artists, and, though it failed, it was not 
without influence on the progress of the artistic 
revival in England. The most important mem- 


bers of the English brotherhood were Maddox | 


Browne, Holman Hunt, Rosetti, Millais, and 
Burne-Jones. There was no real founder of the 
brotherheed, which might be called a league 
of sincerity, the fact being that it was not the 
work of one, but of many minds.

The Principal, amid applause, “capped” the 
new Doctor, and M. Poincaré was duly in- 
stalled in the ancient office of Rector. The 
Lord Rector then took the chair, and delivered 
his Reetorial address. 


THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 


M. Poincaré spoke in English to the evident 
picasure or bis audience. vo other dignity, he 
said, could have been more precious to bim 
than that of the Lord Keotorsuwp. It bound 
hum to fue family of one of the most glorious 
Universities in tne world, and 11 gave him the 
delightiui illusion of sharing the moral heritage 
of the masters who had taught in Giasgow 
since the fiiteenth century till now. (Cheers.) 
lie next expetsated on the deeds of velour of 
Scottish troops on the battietields of France, 
and amid loud cheers mentioned the Scottish 
regiments by name. 

He had heard about the Royal Scots an old 
anecdote, in which was truly painted the emu- 
lation that already animated the Fremch and 
| Scottish troops in times of yore, Some French 
officers maintained that their own regiment wes 
go ancient that it was on duty at the tomb of 
Christ after the crucifixion, “Well, if the 

Royal Scots had been with you,” replied the 
Scottish officers, “ nobody would have slept at 
his post.” (loud laughter.)

STUDENTS’ ESCAPADE. 
London medical students gathered in forces 


yesterday evening at the Essex Hall, Strand, 
and, 


storming the platform when a debate 
on American prohibition was about to take 
place, seized the opening speaker, Mr." W. E. 
Johnaon (“ Pussyfoot ’’), and carried him shoul- 
der-high in the direction of Trafalgar square, 
with the object of holding a counter<demonstra- 
tion, 

Inside the hall-chairs were overthrown, and 
women ecreamed and fainted while the scene of 
wild disorder reigned 

The meeting had been arranged by the Central 
Committee of the Overseas Club and Patriotic 
League for, a debate between Mr. Johneon and 
Mr. R. Mitchell Banks, barrister, on the how 
and why of American prohibition. A large 
number of stodents waited outside the hall to 
intercept “ Pusayfoot,” but he passed into the 
building unobserved. i 

Disorder prevailed from the outset, and ap- 
peals to interrupters to give the spenkers a 
fair hearing were unavailing. 

On the chairman promising the platform to 
one of their number to state their case, AA 


jetudent promptly availed himself of the invi- 


tation, and shouted above the cheers of his 
sup ‘ts—" 1f Britain wants to be wet or dry, 
that is a thing for Britishers alone to decide 
We don’t want Americans coming over here with 
elaborate ornate speeches telling us what we 


ought to do.” 


Mr. Mitchell Banke, who said his views were 
totally opposed to those of Mr. Johneon, ap- 
pealed for a hearing on behalf of his opponent. - 

Mr. Johnson; called upon to open the debate, 
said that he agreed it was up to the British 
people to decide the question without American 
or other interference, He came here, not on his 
own initiative, but at the invitation, and partly 
at the expense, of a body of British people.

UNLIKE THE WESTERN FRONT. 
We are far too apt to examine the fighting 


jin Russia in the light of our experiences in the 


great etruggle in France, There, an army of 
the size of Denikin's, gr of that of his Bolshevik 
foes, would hold & rok a little over fifty miles, 
with well-organised communications behind. 
Here, such an army has to hold a front of 1,300 
miles, with a vast country behind, thoroughly 
disorganised, often over-run by maranding bande 
who temporarily capture and loot great cities 
in the recovered territory. The vast majority 
of the population feel no ardent loyalty to 
side—(hear, hear)—and very quickly 
change their allegiance. (Laughter.) There is 
the further complication of provincial and 
national movements, and the result is that 
General Denikin has not so far been able to 
establish administrative control over the con- 
quered territories. That makes trade in this 
very important region for the supply of food 
and raw meterial for the present almost im- 
practicable. The absorption of railway equip: . 
ment in the supply of the armies adds to the | 
diffieulty. 
THE GOVERNMENT'S POLICY, 

It is the policy of the Government ‘to open 
up trade and commerce in Southern Russia, in 
the interests, not only of Russia, but of the 
world. We have made special efforts in that . 
direction during the last few months, and my | 
hon. friend, Mr. Mackinder, a well-known and | 
able member of this House, has been appointed | 
to go on a special mission to South Russia, with 
the object, among other things, of investigating 
what can he done in these respects, and gene- 
rally advising the Government on the position. 
As regards the general policy of the Govern- 


ment, I have repeatedly stated this to tha 
House. I stated the view of the Government in 
some detail. More recently it has been ex- 


plained by the Secretary for War and by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in his written and 
financial statements, and from the policy thus 
enunciated the Government have no intention of 
departing. (Cheers.) 

ASSISTANCE IN CASH AND KIND. 

As has been explained, between the date of 
the armistice and the end of October, in cash 
and kind, the value of nearly 100 millions has 
been spent or sanctioned by the United King- 
dom on account of the assistance sent to Russia. 
A substantial part of this sum has been, and 
will be, added to the permanent indebtedness of | 
this country. The Government has repeatedly | 
made it clear to the House of Commons that, I 
with the crushing financial burdens already 
cast upon it by the great wer, it cannot con- | 
template the esesumption of new obligations 
under this head. The Chancellor of the Fx- 
chequer explained in the White Paper and in 
his speech that there was no provision made for 
euch additional expenditure on Russia. Any 
addition to the national obligation will be the 
responsibility of the House of Commons, which 
will have to determine the additional tazation 
to be imposed for that purpose. 


THE IMPORTANCE OF PEACE. 

On the other hand, the Government has an 
overwhelming sense of the importance of bring- 
ing peace to Russie. (Cheers.) Not only is she 
a souree of unrest and diaturbance, with all the 
infinite potsibilities of mischief whieh lurk in 
such conditions over eo vast an area, but the 
settlement of the Russian problem is essential to 
the reconstruction of the world, She is one of 
the great sources for the supply of food and 
raw material, and her present position is one 
of the contributing causes of high prices, and 
high priees are the most dangerous condition, 
undoubtedly, for Bolshevist propaganda. There 
are also many indications that German re- 
ectionariea are using the present strife in Russia 
to strengthen their influence with all the 
struggling parties alike in that country, and I 
have no doubt that i the struggle continues | 
the military party in Germany will secure a. 
greet hold in Russia, through the medium of a- 
great body of demobilised officers and non- 
commiasioned officera who are out of work, and 
who will find ready employment in that country 
if the war proceeds. From the humanitarian 
point of view it is not less important, in the. 
opinion of the Government, that civil war, | 
which is not only destroying economic life in | 
Russia and impoverishing the world, but slowly, 
at the eame time, diminishing her inert and 
helpless population, should be brought to an end. 
That is why the Government have always been 
ready to take any reasonable opportunity that 
might present iteelf to effect a anttlement df 
the Russian question on ¢eonditions whieh will 
really bring ce nceaptable io the Russias 
people themselves.

SOUTH AFRICAN WAR MEMORIAL 


BLOWN UP. 

A shocking outrage was perpetrated in Cork 
last night, when the monument to officers and 
men of the County and City of Cork, who fell 
in the South African war, was bigwn to pieces. 
The explosion shook the entire district. The 
monument consisted of a huge. Celtic cross, on a 
pedestal, bearing the names of -hundreds of 
Corkmen. It stood at Connaught avenue, named 
after the Duke of Connaught, who evidenced 
special interest in the memorial. 

This was the third outrage at the monument 
About the beginning of the war, it was covered 
with tar, and on the night of the general election 
in December," 1918, an/attempt was made to 
destroy it, which only partially succeeded, as 
portion of the base was only blown away. Last 
night the work of. destruction was completed, 
for the force of the explosion dismantled the 
entire structure. 

A force of police were attracted to the seene

MEETING OF THE UNIVERSITY 


PHILOSOPHICAL SOCIETY. 
The opening meeting of the sixty-fifth session 
of the University Philosophical Society for the 
session 1919-20 was held in the Dining Hall, 
Trinity College, last evening. The Right Hon. 
and Most Rev. the Provost (Dr. Bernard) oceu- 
pied the chair, and there was a large attend- 
ance. 

The Secretary (Mr. W. H. B. Mack), having 
read the minuteg of the last meeting, candidates 
for membership were proposed. ‘

PRESIDENT’S INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 


The President, Mr. J. C. Davis, ex-Sch., Sen. 
Mod., B.A., then delivered his inaugural address, 
the subject being “Labour Unrest.’ In his 
introductory remarks, he said that by far the 
greater part of the past and present members 
of the Society had joined the Army, and many 
served with distinction. Many of their members 
who had joined up paid the supreme sacrifice, 
and their memory would not be forgotten, since 
such men, by their deaths, had conferred on 
their Society and on all connected with them 
an honour that did not fade. Proceeding to deal 
with the subject of his address, the lecturer first 
spoke on the question of nationalisation, and 
said that, from the historical point of view, this 
policy could claim a long lineage. It was as 
old as the Byzantine and late Roman Empires, 
where a high degree of centralisation in in- 
dustries was attained. It was interesting to 
note that in 1886 the representatives of Labour 
‘were anxious to secure larger profite for the 
capitalists, as well as larger wages for the work- 
people. Now the miners were out to finish off 
the capitalist. Socialists believed that nationali- 
‘sation would abolish middlemen and competitive 
advertising. Thus there were 5,500 mines at 
present which were divided up into no less than 
1,500 separate conimercial enterprises. The 
question that they had to ask was not—'' Is 
mining dangerous? *’ but ' Will nationalisation 
cause a yearly decrease in the number of acei- 
dents?” He could not see why nationalisation 
would, unless, as some thought, it would cause 
them .to close the mines as a financial failure, 
and so achieve the result indirectly. As things 
‘were at present, it was the duty of the mine- 
recautions against accident, and 
if they. did! there were’ Government in- 
spectors to enforce that obligation, If the Go- 
vernment inspectors did not do their work now, 
it was difficult to see how they would be any 
more effective when the mines were nationalised. 
Mr. Davis went ón to deal with what private 


for the présent ferment, and they had .only 
themselves to blame Yor not insisting on a better 
education for Labour, For his part, he looked 
forward to the day when the Universitics would 
be filled with workmen. tly, it could not 


be too often. emphasised that, despite all edura- 


tion, the psychological factor outweighed the 
economie. Had anybody a really desirable life 
unless he thought it so, whether he be peer or 
ploughboy? Surely, a new education was neéces- 


ary for the socalled better classes. He thought 


that it could be summed up in two words. Work 
and brotherhood. The idea should be dispelled 
for ever that work was the prerogative of any 
one class. Work was the ideal for all, because 
it was the best sedative for all the weariness 
of life. And, lastly—brotherhood. When they 
had been educated as was the bishop in “ Les 
Misérables,”’ who could treat an ex-convict as a 
brother, they should have gone a long way 
towards solving the problem of labour unrest. 
(Applause.) 
MR. SERJEANT HANNA, K.C. - 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna, K.C., proposed that the 
best thanks of the Society be given to the 
Auditor for his address, and that it be printed 
at the expense of the Society. He congratulated 
the Society and its Auditor for having such a 
subject at their first Peace meeting. The sub- 
ject had been dealt with in a logical and forcible 
manner, and he ventured to predict for the 
Auditor a well-deserved success in whatever réle 
of life he took up. Addressing himself to what 
he caled the Irish end of the Labour guestion, 
Serjeant Hanna said that they would all re- 
member that the leader of labour unrest in Ire- 
land was a man who became extremely unpopu- 
lar among certain classes, the famous Larkin. 
In any history that was ever written of the 
Labour question in the Three Kingdoms, and in 
Ireland particularly, Larkin must hold a. pro- 
minant place, whether they agreed with him or 


not. When they came to deal with the causes 
of unrest in Ireland at that time, they would 
find that one of them was the wages and the 
conditions of Labour. ‘Whether their views 


were in favour of the masses, as against the ' 


classes, or for the capitalist, as against the 
worker, they must recognise that by reason of 
the efforts of Larkin, the gonglitionps, of the 
workers in Dublin and throughout Ireland were 
considerably improved. .(Hear, heer.)...The fact 
that the wages and conditiotié of Tabodr in Ire 
land have had to be altered is; from ther work- 
man’s standpoint, conclusive evidence that they 
required alteration. At present the conditions 
are being altered mostly by the shortening of 
hours, and that great king of industry, Lord 
Leverhulme, had introduced a six-hours’ day 
into his works. But there was another side to 
the extreme application of the factory eystem- 
If they went into any factory ihat was worked 
on the striet factory system, every worker had 
to be beside his or her machine a minute before 
it started, for with the capitalist every minute 
of the working day was counted as a golden 
drop, and not one moment must be allowed to be 
idly spent. That is an sepect of the factory 
system which some advocates of the shorter 
working day do not always keep before them. 
Wages can be easily altered, and, indeed, might 
be said to have become a mechanical process. 
INDUSTRIAL COURTS. 

Continuing, Serjeant Hanna:expreased his ap- 
proval of the echeme now under consideration 
by the legislature for the establishment of 
greet industrial courts, and said that in that 
vystem would be found the solution of the 
wages’ question.

THE ONLY REMEDY. 


To sum matters up, he did not think there 
was any real lasting remedy for labour unrest, 
save one which was always hailed as a kind of 
universal anodyne, and that was & wider 
education, He was conscious of the lack of 
originality in suggesting such a remedy, but he 
would rather be frank than flamboyent. By » 
wider education, he mean; a better understand- 
ing between both parties, and he might aay, 
that be considered the employer was just as 
much in need of a broader outlook as the 
employé. The solution lay in a stronger per- 
sonal contact between employer and employed, 
In the old days, when a journeyman lived in 
his master’s house, this was possible; now, with 
yombines and trusts, the employé waa inclined 
to feel he was a mere in the machine, while 
his employer was no longer meater, but a 
capitalist—a term which suggested a mere 
bloodless, soul-less being, engrossed by nothing 
i directors’ meetings. 
Eduction would in time remedy miacon-

The advan- 
tages of a University like this are that at this 
moment it offers opportunities to the working 
classes whose intellectual quelities are auch that 
they can utili. them. But to provide too 
many cheap exhibitions and scholarships would 
be, in his opinion, to invite into the walls of 
the University a number of young men who 
would not be benefited at all, whe would not 
be able to maintain their places, and in the 
end would do themselves no good, Personally, 
he believed that for the inestimable advantages 
of a University education one ought to be able 
to pay either in money or in brain. In 
the future, no doubt, a larger number of work- 
ingmen's sons would come to the University 
than had been the case hitherto. They ought 
to be encouraged by giving them every chance 
to win echolarships; but do not bring men to & 
University who would be far happier outside it, 
and who would be preparing themselves far 
more efficiently for life by using their hands. A 
University is not the only place for diseiplige in 
good citizenship—that can be done just ea effi- 
ciently in the workshop as in the University,

Siz,—As the subject of the milk supply has | 

been much under discussion in the daily Press, 

both in London and in this country, it may 


! help some of those interested in. the question to 


learn what it actually costs to produce milk at 
the present time in the vicinity of the City of 
Dublin. 

For the past twelve years I have kept a small 
dairy herd for my own supply of milk; the daily 
milk yield of all cows has been recorded, all 
expenditure and receipts brought to account, , 
and the feeding of the animals carefully studied; 
with a view to an economic balancing of ex- 
penditure and production. I have taken as my 
standard cow one producing 600 gallons of milk | 
in the year. I am aware that this is above the 
average, but it ie not above “what the average 
olght to be if proper care is taken in selection, | 
i result of keeping milk records. A large | 
number, if not the majority, of dairymen sup- 
piv ag Dublin with milk have no fanms of their 
ow ., and have, therefore, te pay current market | 
prices for the summer grazing of their herds
